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An act to keep 
kids in school 

O Proposed Alberta School Act aims to raise age for dropping out 
O Plans to battle bullying of students no matter where it happens 


Alberta is proposing a new educa¬ 
tion law that would increase the 
age at which students can drop out 
and give teachers more power over 
schoolyard bullies. 

Bill 18, the Education Act, would 
also give school boards more lati¬ 
tude to solve front-line problems 
and deliver program innovations. 

“We’re talking about a signifi¬ 
cant cultural shift,” Education Min¬ 
ister Dave Hancock told reporters 
yesterday after he tabled the bill 
in the legislature. 

The bill will replace the current 
School Act, which governs how 
schools and school boards operate 
in the province. 

Hancock said the first goal is to 
keep students in school. 

To that end, the proposed min¬ 
imum age for dropping out will be 
17. The current minimum is 16. 

Students would also have their 
education funded to age 21 if that’s 
how long it takes for them to com¬ 


plete their diploma. The current 
age limit is 19. 

“Many students who drop out 
of high school return after one or 
two years, and we want to ensure 
finances are not a barrier to com¬ 
pletion at an early age,” said Han¬ 
cock. 

“It’s better for those students 
and it’s better for our communi¬ 
ty.” 

The bill also goes after students 
who bully their classmates. 

Currently, teachers and princi¬ 
pals have authority to deal with 
bullying on school grounds, but 
bullying among students off site 
or on the Internet has been a grey 
area. 

The bill makes it clear that bul- 
l 3 dng among students, no matter 
where it happens, can be dealt with 
by school officials if it affects how 
students are performing and learn¬ 
ing in the classroom.

Also on the bill 


► The bill also proposes to give 
more autonomy to school boards 
to pursue ideas and projects to 
improve education without hav¬ 
ing to come to the province for 
the OK. 

► For example, boards had to get 
the School Act changed just to be 
allowed to have trustees dial in 
on meetings if they couldn't 
attend in person. 

► The boards would be able to cre¬ 
ate their own codes of conduct, 
can set up charter schools and 
close schools if they do the prop¬ 
er public consultation first. But 
Hancock said curriculum and 
teaching standards would remain 
constant across the province. 

► They would also be able to make 
changes to busing to be more 
responsive to the unique needs of 
students in their area.

Edmonton could raise 
$700 million by selling 
ownership rights to some 
seats in a new arena, a 
group told city council 
yesterday. 

“If we can do what we 
say we can do, there 
won’t be a nickel of risk 
for the taxpayer, and we’ll 
have done something cre¬ 
ative,” said player agent 
Ritch Winter, who pre¬ 
sented the proposal along 
with Chicago-based Stadi¬ 
um Capital Financing 
Group. 

The idea, initially 
talked about in the fall, 
suggests selling owner¬ 
ship of 1,600 to 2,000 
seats for between 
$278,000 and $417,000.

A veteran Afghan militaiy 
pilot said to be distressed 
over his personal finances 
opened fire at Kabul airport 
after an argument yester¬ 
day, kilhng eight U.S. troops 
and an American civilian 
contractor. 

It was the deadliest 
episode of an Afghan turn¬ 
ing against his coalition 
partners. The veteran mili- 
taiy pilot was killed during 
the attack and five Afghan 
soldiers were injured. 

Pentagon spokesman 
Col. Dave Lapan said all 
nine of those killed by the 


The Taliban 
claimed respon¬ 
sibility for the attack, 
saying the gunman 
was impersonating an 
army officer. But the 
Defence Ministry said 
the gunman was an 
Afghan military pilot 
of 20 years. 

pilot were Americans. The 
Afghan Defence Ministry 
said the pilot fired on the 
Americans after an argu¬ 
ment in the Afghan Air 
Corps at Kabul airport. 
“Suddenly, in the middle 


of the meeting, shooting 
started,” said Afghan Air 
Corps spokesman Col. Ba- 
hader, who uses only one 
name. “After the shooting 
started, we saw a number 
of Afghan army officers and 
soldiers running out of the 
building. Some were even 
throwing themselves out of 
the windows to get away.” 

Dr. Mohammad Hassan 
Sahibi, the brother of the 
shooter, said his brother 
had been batthng financial 
troubles. But Sahibi said his 
brother had no ties to insur¬ 
gents.

Learning 
from past 

The American-led war in 
Afghanistan is heading to¬ 
ward an outcome similar 
to the disastrous Soviet in¬ 
vasion three decades ago, 
a new academic analysis 
concludes. 

In a paper to be pub¬ 
lished in the Foreign Poli¬ 
cy Review Institute, the 
authors argue the NATO 


coalition is repeating the 
same mistakes that led to 
heavy bloodshed and the 
ultimate withdrawal of 
the Soviet military. 

“The Soviet experience 
shows us the painful mis¬ 
takes of the past, and we 
ignore those mistakes at 
our peril,” the authors say. 

The analysis concludes 
the U.S. and its allies have 
three choices: Declare vic¬ 
tory and leave, settle in for 
a long-protracted attempt 


at nation-building that 
will likely fail or focus nar¬ 
rowly on counter-terror¬ 
ism. 

The authors, Larry 
Goodson, a professor of 
Middle East studies at the 
U.S. Army War College in 
Carlisle, Penn., and 
Thomas Johnson, a re¬ 
search professor at the 
Naval Postgraduate School 
in Monterey Calif, have 
long studied Afghanistan.

O West Bank and Gaza to reunite 
O Questions about Hamas linger 


Palestinians have reached 
initial agreement on reunit¬ 
ing their rival governments 
in the West Bank and Gaza, 
officials firom both sides 
said yesterday, a step that 
would remove a main ob¬ 
stacle in the way of peace 
efforts with Israel. 

Even before the agree¬ 
ment was to be signed, key 
questions about how to uni¬ 
fy rival security forces re¬ 
mained unsolved. Israel 
immediately rejected the 
prospect of a Palestinian 
government including 
Hamas, and the U.S. ex¬ 
pressed similar concerns. 

Fatah and Hamas offi¬ 
cials said the plan, brokered 
by Eg 5 q)t, calls for the for¬ 
mation of a single caretaker 
government in the coming

days. The government 
would administer day-to- 
day business until elections 
are held in exactly one year. 

“We have a comprehen¬ 
sive agreement now. We 
have agreed on all the is¬ 
sues,” said Azzam al- 
Ahmed, the chief Fatah 
negotiator in the reconcilia¬ 
tion talks. It was not clear 
when the agreement would 
be signed.

Rogers 
pulls a 
fast one 

Rogers Communications 
Inc. will roll out an even 
faster wireless network 
this year to serve its mo¬ 
bile phone and laptop 
users, beating rival Telus 
in the race to have the 
fastest network. 

Long-Term Evolution 
networks, which are 
coming into use globally, 
offer mobile users the 
equivalent of a home 
or office Internet connec¬ 


tion. LTE service is three 
to four times faster than 
Rogers’ existing 
network, chief executive 
Nadir Mohamed told an 
annual shareholder 
meeting yesterday in 
Toronto. 

Vancouver-based Telus 
will introduce its own 
LTE network next year. 
Montreal-based Bell has 
announced it’s also test¬ 
ing the technology but 
hasn’t said when it will 
launch its network. 

LTE is expected to 
reach Canada’s Top 25 
markets by the end of 
2012. Devices that run 
on LTE networks are just 
starting to be sold to con¬ 
sumers. THE CANADIAN PRESS 


Air Canada’s rebranding of 
its regional service is set to 
take flight Sunday with the 
launch of Air Canada Ex¬ 
press service between Mon¬ 
treal and Billy Bishop 
Toronto City airport. 

Sky Regional will begin 
contracted service with 
five slightly used Q400 air¬ 
craft. But the fleet of 120 
Jazz planes owned by Cho¬ 
rus Aviation will gradually 
get new colours as they 
come in for maintenance, 
as will the 15 new Bom¬ 
bardier Q400s on order. 

Non-unionized Sky Re¬ 
gional is one of several 
small carriers that have 
contracts with Canada’s 
largest airline.

Ben Smith, Air Canada’s 
chief commercial officer, 
said bookings for the new 
service are running as 
planned. About 60 per cent 
of passengers are expected 
to be corporate customers. 

To compete with Porter 
Airlines, which also oper¬ 
ates from the Toronto is¬ 
land airport, the new 
service will offer bever¬ 


ages and food. And passen¬ 
gers will have the flexibili¬ 
ty to fly into the island 
airport but out of Pearson 
International. 

In addition to creating a 


unified regional service. Air 
Canada is looking at the vi¬ 
ability of a low-cost carrier 
and is holding discussions 
with its labour unions.

With her latest movie, 
Hayden Panettiere may 
now boast that she’s por¬ 
trayed Little Red Riding 
Hood but the actress in¬ 
sists that’s not where her 
interest in fairy-tale char¬ 
acters ends.

No stranger to voice act¬ 
ing, Panettiere hit the 
stage at age four where she 
soon lent her vocal talents 
to such animated classics 
as 1998’s A Bug Life and 
2000’s Dinosaur.

Thinking of mounting 
your flat-screen LCD, LED, 
plasma or 3-D TV on the 
wall? 

Wall mounting is a 
great way to get your 
home theatre looking fab¬ 
ulous, and it’s an easy do- 
it-yourself project that 
can be done in just a cou¬ 
ple of hours. 

Here are the basics of a 
t 5 ^ical mount installation 
project. 

1. Select a location on the 
wall where you want the 
TV to hang. Mounting a TV 
at eye level will help to 
avoid neck and eye strain. 


2. Use a stud finder to lo¬ 
cate wood studs in the 
wall. 

3. Attach the mount to the 
back of your TV using the 
holes provided by the TV 
manufacturer. 

4. Pre-drill holes into the 
wall studs using the 
mount’s wall plate as a 
guide. Secure the wall 
plate to the studs. 

Note: If your walls are 
concrete or brick, insert a 
concrete anchor into each 
drill hole until it’s flush 
with the wall. 

If your wall has metal 
studs, ask the mount mak¬ 
er if they offer adapter kits 
— most do. 


5. Attach the mount (with 
the TV attached) to the 
wall plate. 

Your installation may 
have slightly different re¬ 
quirements. 

Remember to follow 
the manufacturer’s direc¬ 
tions for proper mount in¬ 
stallation. 

For help selecting a 
compatible wall mount for 
your TV, ask your local 
electronics retailer for 
their suggestion. 

Or, tiy one of the many 
online mount finder tools 
available, such as the one 
from mount manufacturer 
Sanus (which is available 
at sanus.com).

ter all the spraying and 
scraping in the summer 
heat, 1 would never put up 
wallpaper ever again in my 
lifetime. 

They say what goes 
around comes around: 
Wallpaper is coming back 
in vogue again and there 
have been some substan¬ 
tial improvements; papers 
are more durable, wash¬ 
able and much easier to re¬ 
move to change our walls 
with the latest fashion of 
the day. 

Just like when 1 was a 
boy, velvet wallpapers, 


beautiful, rich colours and 
metallic sheens are emerg¬ 
ing as trends again. Some¬ 
how, they’re looking a bit 
fresher and more fashion¬ 
able than 1 remember. 

Special paint primers 
help create better adhe¬ 
sion from paper to wall 
and allow the paper to be 
removed more easily, with¬ 
out damage to the wall 
surface below. Choose a 
primer that matches your 
preference of using oil or 
latex paints on your walls. 

When measuring for 
wallpaper, remember that 


you should always buy 20 
per cent more than what 
you measure for. This will 
allow for matching up pat¬ 
terns and making sure you 
have a tiny bit extra. 

Removing wallpaper 
from a properly primed 
wall is quite easy. When 
working with a paper wall 
covering you can spray on 
a special solution to soften 
the paper and loosen the 
glue; the paper should peel 
off easily. 

If working with a vinyl 
covering or a wall that has 
not been properly primed, 


a small tool that perforates 
the paper will help get the 
solution in behind and 
loosen the glue. Within 
just a few minutes, the pa¬ 
per should be ready to peel 
off the walls. 

There’s an old designer 
secret to making smaller 
spaces appear visually larg¬ 
er: Add larger prints to fab¬ 
rics, drapes, art and rugs 
(items that don’t take up 
any physical space in a 
room). The larger print 
gives great impact. 

The big trend in wallpa¬ 
per right now is large 


prints for impact, but be¬ 
ware — most of the prints 
are overscaled traditional 
designs that mock tinier 
patterns of years gone by. 

Where to use wallpaper: 
Front foyer: Go bold and 
dark. Wall coverings with 
shine, texture and strong 
colours add impact to a 
small entrance space. 
Hang a large mirror and 
add a show-stopper hang¬ 
ing light and you’ll have 
all the drama you need. 
Behind a headboard: Go 
light or dark depending on 


the overall decor of the 
room. A focal wall of paper 
will add pattern or colour 
that you might have been 
afraid to choose in the 
headboard, bedding or 
draperies. 

Small dens or guest 
rooms: Be dramatic and 
cover all four walls to cre¬ 
ate an infinite look to the 
room. Paint the ceiling the 
same background colour as 
the wallpaper to make the 
room feel larger. If match¬ 
ing fabric is available, up¬ 
holster the furniture to 
create a seamless design.
